Hospital for observation | in the eoronany care,

The Indian mentor. was ‘hospitalized after he 
had difficulty breathing at the Saturday game 
against Emporia State.

ing room at halftime, shed his coat and told 
team physician Dr. Stanley Bach that he wasn't 
breathing correctly. 

Dr. Bach immediately administered. oxygen. 
Shortly before the second half began Caniglia 
was taken to the hospital. 

As of press time Dr. Pantano said there was 
a possibility Coach Caniglia might have suffer ed 
a mild heart attack. Dr. Pantano said, “The elec- 
trocardiogram test was positive. However, we 
will have to run some more tests to see if he 
actually ‘had an attack.’’ 

The head coach's sister, Mrs. Rose Caniglia 
said her brother was doing as well as could be

Members of the UNO faculty are currenitly 


working on a statement fram our campus that _ 
vill supplement previously adopted. statements 


by the combined ‘faculties of the Lincoln, Omaha, 
and Medical School campuses. 

The document is a statement of Faculty Re- 

sponsibilities.. Those that will be supplemented 

are the Resolution of the Board of Regents on 
academic freedom set forth in 1953, “The Student 
in thé. Academic Community” adopted in 1968, 
and the “Policy Statement on Campus Disorders 
set forth ih 1969. 

A revised draft of the UNO's Faculty Respon- 
sibility document was discussed Friday at a hear- 
ing in the Eppley Library Conference Center. 


Revision Discussed 


Various members of the faculty met there 
with University Senate President Wayne Glidden 
to discuss some of the points that were drawa 
up in the revised statement. 

The biggest debate occurred on faculty re- 
sponsibility No. 2 which stated: “Each faculty 
member has the responsibility to teach, to con- 
duet research and to provide service to the state 
according to his specific assignment.” 

Dr. William Pratt, associate professor of his- 
tory, suggested the emphasis on service to the 
state be changed. 

He felt that by using the word “state” it sug- 


vadvisement; to preserve, within the 


fact the state should serve the people. 


‘More Debate — 


Further debate followed on the same topic, 
and Glidden said he would refer it to the Execu- 
tive Committee at their next meeting. 


The most touchy debate came on point No. 3, 


sub-points ‘i’ and ‘ 


Sub<point “f” ‘stated that the faculty ‘members. 


“be available at reasonably frequent. times, an- 
nounced in advance, for student consultation; to 
perform. with knowledge ‘and care assigned for- 
mal duties involving’ student i seat oe ‘and 
bounds of 
law, any confidental communication from a stu- 
dent but to warn’ him that the faculty member 
may be compelled by law to testify as to what 
was Said in any ensuing legal proceeding.” 

It was on this point many of the 16 members 
attending felt the statement implied teo much 
of the cliche—“anything you say may be held 
against you.’ 


N.U. Demonstrations 


It was at this point Glidden referred. to the 
Lincola campus. He said, “Here they (the 
Lincoln campus) are referring to last Spring 
(when demonstrations were held), They felt that 
this should be included because of the Spellman 
Commiission’s report.” 


fesponsibilities Studied 


‘gested that the people serve the state when in - 


Here one member interjected that a statement 
be put in the Student Handbook to the effect that 
what is said in class and 4 in private would be kept 
caafidential. 

It was pointed out by another member if, say 
a drug user tells a teacher he uses drugs, that 
instructor would be compelled to keep this con- 
fidential. 

Dr. Eugene Freund, associate professor in the 
College of Education, said the students have 
counseling services available to them for counsel- 
ing of this kind. 


Arguments Considered 


With that comment the meeting adjourned and 
all members were assured by Glidden that the 
points and arguments raised would be considered, 

The request for a statement of faculty re- 
sponsibilities came last May from the Intra-Cam- 

pus Liaison Committee, which is made up of var- 
ious faculty members fram the three campuses. 

Dr. Richard Lane, associate professor of Eng- 
lish, is chairman of the liaison committee. 

Glidden said it is the aim of the three facul- 
ties to agree on one statement and the hope of 
the three to “iron out” any problems that may 
arise 

The final draft of the Statement of Faculty’ 
Responsibilities is to be completed and submitted 
for approval by Nov. 20.

Senate Isolated 
From Students 


Bvervonz HAPPY now that we have 28 


(count ’em) in-the-flesh, true Student. Senators? —_ 


Did everyone even know we had? Did anyone? 


Statistics indicate Student Government suf- | 


fers an immense isolation from the students 
they serve. Although proudly announcing 2,019 
votes were cast last week, Student Government 
didn’t add these 2,019 votes represented a total 
of 765 voters. 

One hundred and fifty-seven votes ‘were east 
in the College of Education, for one seat, One 
hundred and forty-seven were cast in University 
Division for threé seats, or a total of 73. voters, 
Freshmen cast 620 votes while electing two: 310 
actual voters. Twenty-two voted in the Graduate 
School for one seat. CCS ranked tops in total 
votes.cast, but they went to the election of four 
senators. Result: Only 244 actually voted. 

Mere numbers ¢ry out that the student body 
could quite frankly not give a damn if they have 
Student Government or not. The Registrar’s Of- 
fice reported the following figures of enrollment 
this semester: College 6f Education—1,725;. Uni- 
versity Division—2,052; College of Continuing 
Studies—2,897; Graduate School—1,654; Fresh- 
man Class—3,723, 

The percentage of. those eligible to vote who 
did vote are: 
College of Education—814% 
University Division—414% 
Graduate College —114%- 
College of Continuing Studies—814% 
Freshman Class—6'4% 


There were 12,051 ‘potential voters. A little 


less than 6% of these people voted. There were 
28,669 votes that could have been cast.: 

I’m not trying to prove there’s apathy on this 
campus, since it can be taken for granted. I am 
‘not trying to prove students are unconcerned 
about Student Government.:Stats prove that. I 
‘am trying to give student government a ‘hint.’ 
_As things stand now, the argument that student 
government governs is hogwash. Maybe it should 
try services.

Candidate Ineligible in CCS 


Sir: 


In the Gateway issue of Oct. 28, Todd Simon, 
described: as a “‘ . 
majoring ‘in English ‘and Journalism,” appears 
as a candidate for a College of Continuing Stud- 
jes seat on the Student Senate. I am writing to 


set the record straight. 


- According to the University Registrar’s files, 


‘Mr. Simon entered the University as a student | 


in the College of Arts and Sciences, where he‘re- 


“mained as recently as Oct. 28 with no. indication 
“of intent to change colleges. More importantly, 
without ‘a change in his Prvexann nee Mr, 


. 19-year ‘old ,sophomore ’ 


Simon is ineligible to transfer into CCS, since the 
only 19-year old fulltime students in the College 
of Continuing Studies are those in the Law En- 
forcement and Corrections program. - 3 


The image of student government is not en- 
hanced by election controls which allow ineligi- 
ble candidates to appear on the ballot. Nor does 
it seem fair, either to the legitimate candidates 
or to the electors of a college, to have the out- 
come distorted by votes which, while cast in good 
faith, are actually wasted.

Sir: 


I am writing in answer to your letter concern- 


ing my candidacy for a seat as College of Con- 


tinuing Studies representative. First, I have not 
violated any rules, Also, I have made no attempt 
to distort the ‘outcome of the election by forcing 
votes to be wasted. I do not consider a vote for 


Todd Simon wasted, especially when the voter - 


is given a choice of six candidates. If you will 
look’ at the election results in today’s.Gateway, 
you will discover that: my candidacy had no ef- 


_ fect on the outcome of the election.- Although you 


do not specifically state it, you refer to me as an 

ineligible candidate. I want to make it perfectly 

clear—I was as eligible as any other candidate. 
The rules maintain a candidate can run from 


a college other than the one he is enrolled in-pro- - 


vided he transfers before taking office: I had, 
understandably; madg no indication of intent, to 


transfer to.CCS. The. rules imply this intent to 


transfer by filling out’a candidacy petition. Since 
the rules let me run, I did. The question of quali- 


: fications have no bearign upon running, 


I cannot help but agree with your -dislike for 
“election controls which allow ineligible candi- 
dates to appear on the ballot.” Jf I were an in- 
eligible candidate, I would gladly admit it. Fur- 
thermore, if I had been elected, I would have 
taken it as a mandate from students enrolled in 


ccs that they wanted ) me to neue them and 


they felt I was truly representative. No one was 
forced. into voting for me. Whether a vote cast 
for me be a foolish or wise decision is unimpor- 
tant. Indeed, the wisdom or folly is in the mind 


of the voter, not in the-recognition of my candi- 


dacy. 


‘In writing “to set the record straight,” you 
have helped prove my point. The rules are at 
fault, not Todd Simon. I do not feel I should be 
reprimanded for my actions. Seeing an oppor- 
tunity to serve on the Senate and to combat 
apathy, I took it. My candidacy wasn’t intended 
to destroy student government's image. I am 
confident they can handle that. My candidacy 


‘cannot be unfair, since it, was governed by the 


election rules to which the: entire student body is 


* subject. 


' In fact; I have my doubts as to the represen- 
tativeness of the four newly elected CCS sena- 
tors. Although each of them appears qualified 
to work on the Senate, they are all Bootstrappers. 
I find it as hard to believe four Bootstrappers 
are representative of CCS, which is comprised of 
many night students, veterans, and: regular stu- 
dents in Law Enforcement, as it is hard for you 


. to accept me as representative. Since they acted

ToUNO Pow Wow

The UNO Indians repeatedly passed over and ran through the 
Emporia State Hornets en route to a 35- “at victory last -Saturday 
in the Campus Stadium. =~ 

Though Coach Al Caniglia wasn't at the helm in the sécond 
half, (see page 1) the Indian’s complimented his coaching as they 
handled the Hornets masterfully while earning the Division lead 
and evening their record at 44. 

- Rocco Gonnella, a great tribute to Caniglia’s coaching’ drove — 
his offensive unit up and down the field with ease..He hit on 
18 of 26 passes for 187 yards, and tossed three scoring strikes. 

Workhorse Phil Wise crashed into the Hornets line 24 times 
and 155 yards fora season high total. 

Poole Caps Drive 

The Indians scored late in the-first quarter as Gonnella and 
his crew marched 75 yards. Mark Poole grabbed a 16-yard aerial 
in the end zone to cap the drive. 

' Still the Hornets wouldn’t let the Indians build up an impres- 
sive lead as. they came right back downfield. Their drive was 
complimented by. the Indian defense jumping off side repeatedly. 
Teddy Woods carried the bali over from the five for the Hornets, 
who tied the game on the conversion. 

Woods captured high rushing honors for thhe game carrying 
33 times for 183 yards. The Hornets were expected to stage a good 
aerial display, however, they chose to stay on the ground. 

Gonnella wasted no time as he guided another Indian drive. 
Poole who made some fantastic grabs throughout the game, kept 
the drive going and set the scene for Gonnella’s five-yard scam- 
per to paydirt. Poole tucked away five pases for 85 yards and 
‘two touchdowns. . 

Defense Strong 

The Indian defense held: their own as they shut off a Hornet 
series of downs and paved the way for Gonnella’s 25-yard scor- 
ing play to Jim Jostes after yan exchange of punts. 

Though the Hornets came back within six points of the In- 
dians, Gonnella soon shutout any Hornet victory hopes by de- 
livering a 2l-yard pass to Poole for a touchdown. Wise closed 
out the Indian scoring with a 14-yard jaunt and Hornet quarter- 
back Bob Janesko capped their scoring with: a pass, but it was too 
late to damage the Indians’ victory. : 

The Indians grounded out an muptoesive 445 a yards on offense 
with 25 first downs.

The younger of the two, Wil- 
lie Bob, says “playing college 
football is much harder and 
more challenging than high 
school football because of the 
amount of running involved.”

Willie Bob, who stands 6-1 


~ and. weighs 180 Ibs., played 


halfback and. quarterback at 
Omaha Technical High School 


last year, while Tex, who is 


6-0 and 180, was an All-State 


_ guard on the same team. 


‘Willie Bob, the team leader 
in interceptions with five, plac- 
ed sécond in the state track 
meet last year in the 880-yard 
run and fifth in the 440-yard 


dash and had scholarship of- 


fers from many schools. 
Some of’ the major ‘schools 


that contacted him were Okla- 
‘homa, Kansas, Nebraska and 


Wyoming. 

Tex says all the Big Eight 
schools got in. touch with him 
at one time or another; but 
along with his brother, chose to 
stay in Omaha. 

“T guess the main reason we 
stayed in Omaha was the home 
factor. Besides it was too large 
of a distance io travel during 
vaecations,’’ chimes Tex. 

.According to Willie Bob, ‘‘the 
biggest thing I had to get used 


to was the footwork and tim- 
ing, Coaches Caniglia and 
Meyers are always stressing 
these two things.’ But after 


_ they got the footwork down the. 


rest came easy because their 


quickness and speed aided in. 


their maturing so quickly. 

Tex also says that “footwork 
is the biggest thing to get down 
in college football. But having 
been a defensive lineman in 
high school and“having to help 
the defensive secondary there, 
T guess the changeover wasn’t 
as great as I thought that it 
might be.” Tex, who finished 
first in the state. track meet 
last year in the hurdles, is sec- 
ond on the team in intercep- 
tions with two. 

Willie Bob states that ‘‘after 
my brother and I got burned 
once apiece in the Drake game, 
we were a little more cautious 
and neither of us have~ been 
beaten on a long pattern since.”

: He also sees the need to provide more seating space and 
‘make all the reference stacks 
“open.” 

Far reaching expansion 
plans, Christ feels, should be 
geared to what he considers 
*‘innovative higher education.” 
This would include new grad- 
uate ‘programs, computeriza- 
tion, use of the media and in- 
terdisciplinary and independent 
studies. ‘‘When the students are jp 
freed from tutorial lecture sys. :
